Propagation of Cholera.
M. Tellier, one of the most acute of

French observers, adopts the theory of
the propagation of cholera by invisible
germs conveyed in the air or in wate r.
He places no great reliance upon the
effect of antiseptics upon the air itself,
their action being, to say the least,
doubtful ; and, moreover, he considers
the action of the germs unavoidably
taken in respiration as comparatively
i n nocuous, because those taken into the
lungs do not reach the intestines, and
because such as are thus swallowed, be-
ing taken us it were in small epiantity
at a times the vitality of the system is
able to resist their action, in like man-
ner as it overcomes the action of poison
taken in insignificant elose's. M. Tellier
thinks that it is by introduction of the'
germs into the alimentary canal, where
they find conditions altogether favor-
able for their rapiel multiplication and
elevclopment, that the disease is most
freepiently and most fatally communi-
cated. He cites fruits as being especial-
ly calculated, seme by their tlowny cov-
ering, as the apricot or the peach, t I-

ters by the gummy or glutinous coating
which most of them possess, to arrest
and retain the germs carrie d by the air.
Fruit should, therefore, be carefully
washed, or tho skins removed, in times
of epidemic cholera.

Killing of Mere Lowery.

A correspondent of the New York
ne, writing from Moss Neck Depot,

Robeson county, N. C, gives the fol-

lowing account of the (mooting of the
lat of the notoriouH band of SeulHetowu
outlaws. Thomas Duttou, David Hol-comb- e

and McNeil Patterson, three
voting farmers, fired the shots that rid
the mi uui ty of this terrible bandit,
for which they receive a reward of

MOO :

Tbc three young men above men-
tioned had been out searching for the
outlaw for several weeks past. They
were on this mission together on Sun-
day, and about midnight approached
whisky camp on MeN air's place, where
there were two wagons containing
whisky and tobacco, belonging to a man
nameii Burns, of Randolph county.
Here there was quite a crowd of negroes
and ii few white men drinking anl ca-

rousing together. Among the number
was Steve Lowery, who seemed to have
bet n imbibing pretty freely. The young
men approached the outlaw and began
to converse with him. Ho made man y
DOsYSts of what he had done and what
lie eould do, and said that he could show
more gold than any other man in Kobe-so- n

county.
After a "while the young men arose

and bade Steve good night, saying that
they were going home. After getting
well out of the range of the camp, how-

ever, they made a detour and crept up
to within twenty yards of where the
outlaw laid. Here they remained quiet
for a long time, waiting for a shot, but
were detern-- lor more than an hour by
the fact that there were others near him.
Finally they all separated, and Steve
picked up a banjo and began trhum-min- g

on it for the amusement of his
friends. One colored individual kept
DIM to him, but the vming men were
dt-- ermine d not to lose this opportunity,
and so at a given si glial they all three
thud.

There was but one report from the
three guns. The outlaw jumped from
his seat and immediately fell to the
ground dead. The negro who was near
him had his ears slightly snatched by
the shot, but was rejoiced tt lind that
he was not killed. The young men then
reloaded their guns and advance id to the
deed body, which they secured and
bore away. A cart was hired and the
body placed 00 it and taken to Luniber-U'U- .

It was then taken to the Court-Hous- e

and placed on a table in the Sher-
iffs office.

Immediately there was a wild com-
motion in the town, and the streets
were soon tilled with an excited crowd
discussing the tragedy, and all rejoicing
that the last of the outlaws had been
killed. The body was perfectly riddled
with balls and buckshot. The head was
perforated in several places, and there
were three large wounds in the heart,
any one of which would have proved
fatal.

The outlaw was armed to the teeth,
there being found on his penon when he
was killed, a Henry rifle, three pistols
and a knife with a blade about twelve
inches in length. He was about 2S or 29
years cf age. Like all the rest of the
outlaws, his earthly caree r has be en cut
short before he had reached the prime
of life. He is said to have been the
most cowardly, and at the same time
the most treeonerom and vindictive, of
them all.
